|FIELD SOCIAL SERVICE. 


A. E. Winship of Boston Glori- 
fes Profession of the Mod- 
ern Educator. 


Although woman suffrage is inevitable in 
the progress of political government the main 
mission of woman is social service. This 
was the pronouncement of Dr. Luther H. 
Gulick, director of the child hygiene depart- 
ment of the Russell Sage foundation, in an 


address before the final genera! session of the 


National Education association at the Audi- 
torium theater last night. 

Dr. Gulick is one of the. leaders in the 
“ Campfire Girls organization, which is in- 
tended’ to become a national association. 
Other speakers were Albert E. Winship of 
Boston, editor of the Journal of Educa- 
tion, and Baroness Bertha von Suttner of 
Vienna; leader in the Buropean peace move- 
ment. 


Woman to Get Ballot Sure. 

Woman is as sure to have the suffrage 
as the tide is to rise,” said Dr. Gulick, “ not 
because she is as wise, as strong. as skill- 
ful as man is, nor because she, Ake him, 
is a human beingy nor for any other reagon 
of likeness or @upliication.at all, but because 
she is different, because she can do what 
he cannot, becatise the world needs her pe- 
culiar and special abilities, 

It ie because she 1 different, because 
these differences are fundamental world 
needs, that it ig necessary that she shall 
bring these differences to the service of the 
world. This fact, whether woman wants n 
or no, the suffrage will force inevitably upon 
her. We ineist that she must speak but 
because she is different and not because she 
is like. The vote is no end in itself. 


Ideal Universal Motherhoed. 

„Many of the peychic functions of mother 
hood she is discharging im the school, She 
is making play grounds for children, health- 
ier conditiona in schools, fairer coditions for 
the work of men,. women, and children in 
farm, store, factory, shop, and mige. The 
ideal io that of untversal motherhood—all 
the women being responsible that every 
child is loved, cared for, and given a fair 
chance. She is beginning to see thet she 
is responsible for much of the mamicipal 
housekeeping.”

“REMEMBER CRONIN.” 

It is reported that one of the woman wit- 
resses in the investigation of the Hen- 
ning-Funk case was passed by a man in 
the street who whispered to ber: Re- 
member Cronin.” : 

Whether this be one of the rumors which 
get afloat at such times or a fact, the phrase 
quoted brings up some significant analogies. 
It will be remembered that Dr. Cronlu 
was murdered in the Carison cottage by 
several men who were members of an Irish 
patriotic society. Probably some, if not 
all, of these men who actually did the kill- 
ing had been led to believe that their victim 
was a British spy end traiter to their 
cause. As 4 matter of fact it is now ac- 
cepted that Cronin was a real patriot who 
had discovered that the funds of the so- 
ciety which should have gone to Ireland 
| had been misappropriated by a clique in 
the society. It was this clique which, it is 
believed, instigated the crime, 

Cronin was slain because he was about 
to give testimony of evil doing. Funk 
for giving such testimony was to suffer 
a worse fate in the breaking up of his 
domestic happiness and the disgrace of him- 
self &nd family. Oronin was killed by prob- 
ably misguided fanatics. Behind these men 
in the shadow lurked the greater criminals— 
who were never caught and punished by 
the law. Funk was attacked directly by 
obscure men, women, and boys whose sense 
of moral responsibility and appreciation of 
| the turpitude of their action had been con- 
fused and obecured by their subtle instiga- 
tors. Behind this pitiful group, moving in 
the shadows, but not, it is hoped, beyond 
| reach, are the greater criminals. 

A few years after the murder of Dr. 
Cronin this same undergronnd stream of 
corruption broke through into the dight in 
the form of the worst jury bribing ecan- 
Gals in the history of our courts. The tac- 
ties of defense were leas bloodthirsty. They 


took the form of charges of political perse- 


eution and claims of personal martyrdom. 
The street railway and other corporations 
were here found tapping the current of cor- 
ruption which was and still is invading the 
administration of justice. Later still the 
stream broke through to the surface in 
another noisome scandal of the same nature 
involving a great railroad and one of the 
slayers of Cronin, then released from im- 
prisonment for that offense, escaped from 
the country to evade the law. How that 
man has been supported in exile later trans- 
pired. : 

The next eruption took place in the po- 

litical] field when the Lorimer election ex- 
posure came, and once more it flowed into 
the courts, corrupting juries and witnesses, 
leaving its foul train of bribery, perjury, 
conspiracy, and vile slander behind it. 
Down to and including this latest mani- 
festation in the attempt to destroy the hap- 
piness and credit of Olarence Funk, this 
poisonous undercurrent can be traced. 
Names recur all along itecourse. Alliances 
and ramifications reappear. 

No community can afford to let such 
poison remain in its system. Nothing in 
Naples or Sicily under the Camorra and 
the Mafia ig more dastardly than these 
secret hatreds which plot in the darkness 
and strike without shame or mercy.

VERY American who has been in Wel- 

mar has made a point of visiting the 

beautiful “ fuerstengruft or mauso- 

leum of the reigning grand ducal fam- 

ily, situated in a picvuresque park in 
the suburbs of the city. 

Among ite features of interest are the 
tombs of the great German poete, Godthe 
and Schiller, whose remaing were laid there 
as posthumous tribute to their genius by 
Grand Duke Charles Augustus in 1826. 


— 

It has been recently ascertained beyond the 
possibility of a doubt that, in the case of 
Schiller, who died ip 1805, and whose sup- 
posed body wae disinterred from its first rest- 
ing place for removal to the princely veult, 
a mistake was made, and the bones of «@ 
‘stranger placed in the sarcophagus bearing 
his name. 

The unknown stranger has in consequence 
been ejected from the fuerstengruft, and the 
Schiller sarcophagus removed; for the pre 
ent grand duke prudently takes the ground 
that, aince the scientists of Germany once 
before made a mistake in the identity of 
Schiller’s bones, there is no reason why they 
should not do so again. So the remains now 
believed to be those of Schiller are to be in- 
terred in a vault of the Stadtkirche beneath 
a suitable e 


The whole question a the identity turns 
upon a skull. Schiller’s body was carried by 
night by intimate friends to the cemetery 
and placed in a vault which contained the 
bodies of a number of relatives and friends. 

Twenty-one years later part of the ceme- 
tery in which the vault was situated was 
condemmed to demolition for the purpose of 
instituting some public improvements, and 
it was then that the grand duke offered a 
final resting place for Schiller in his fuersten- 
grutt. 

Burgomaster Schwabe, the only one re- 
maining of those who had been prement at the 
original interment, visited the vault in order 


shelves had given way, the coffing in falling 
had broken open, and thet there were no leas 
2 twenty-three skeletons heaped upon the 
oor. 

The onty way of distinguishing that of 
Schiller was by means of the skull, which 
was of a peculiar shape. and by comparison 
with the death mask made at his decease. 
Accordingly the mayor carried the twenty- 
three skulls, duly numbered, home in bags, 
end, marshalling them in order on a table, 
spent several nights comparing them with 
the death mask. 

Then he called in several medical men and 
persone who had known the poet, presented 
them with the results of his investigntions, 
and asked for their opinion. 

Their views coincided with his own, and, 
on the strength of this unanimous verdict, 
the selected skull was restored to its skele-

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In the hands of modern science, however, 
the death mask and the cranial cast have 
given rise to entirely different opinions, and 
its has been shown that the bores of the 
latter could never have underiaim the face of 
the former. Prof. Froreig of the University 
of Tubingen, Dr. Neuhaus of Berlin uni- 
versity, and Prof. Welker of Heidberg. all 
of European celebrity as-osteologiste, agree 
that the skull declared im 1826 to be that of 
Schiller could not have been his, but they do 
not concur in the selection of any other head, 
each putting forward a favorite of his own 
as the only authentic one. 

Prof. Froreig’s selection has the largest 
following, especially among the good people 
of Weimar, and it is to be solemnly intombed 
in the Stadtkirche. 

As to the remainder of the skeleton, it has 
disappeared entirely, so there is nothing to 
disagree about.

As a parallel case to this of the bones of 
Schiller. I need only recall to my readers that 
the real skeleton of Christopher Columbus 
ia mow believed to rest in the cathedral of 
San Domingo, the place of its original inter- 
ment, in the West Indies, and mot under the 
splendid tomb in a cathedral im Spain, 
whither, long after his death, a body sup- 
posed to be his was transferred. 

Then there ie the head of Haydn, which 
is said to have been taken from his body many 
years ago, when it wae removed from the 
cemetery at Vienna to the mausoleum erect- 
ed to his memory by Prince Nicholas Ester- 
hazy at Eisenstadt, the skull of a stranger 
being substituted in ite stead.

Atlantic City, N. J., July 12 — The national 
prohibition convention concluded its labors 
here tonight with the nomination of the 
party standard bearers of four yeare 480 
Eugene W. Chafin of Arizona for president, 
and Aeron 8. Watkins of Ohio for vice presi- 
dent. In each case the nomination was made 
*%y acclamation, after a single ballot had in- 
dicated the preference of the delegates. 

Four candidates for president were placed 
u nomination against Mr. Chafin. They 
rere F. W. Emerson of California; Finley 
O. Hendrickson of Maryland, Aaron B. Wat- 
Eins of Ohio, and Andrew Jackson Houston 
of Texas. Each in turn withdrew his name 
after the first ballot, Mr. Houston creating 
enthusiasm by the statement that he would 
father receive the lowest vote in the pro- 
-Ribition convention than the highest in 
either the Democratic or Republi can oon- 
vention. 

Speeches Made by Nominees. 

Both of the party nominees made brief 
Speeches. Mr. Chafin said he regarded the 
nomination as the greatest political honor 
bestowed upon any man this year. He 
thanked the convention for his second nom- 
ination, and promised not to stand fore third 
term: 

After the nomination of officers the con- 
vention was forced to rush its business to 
a conclusion, as many of the delegates were 
leaving for their homes. Because of this, 
the proposal to change the name of the 
party was not taken up for general dis- 
cussion and action. A. J. Orem of Massa- 
chusetts, in a brief speech, promised to 
pledge more money to the campaign fund, 
should the name be changed. 


Protests at Change of Name. 

“I believe we could make the campaign 
fund double if we should adopt a new name,“ 
said Mr. Orem. “ We would begreatly aided 
in carrying our banner to success if we should 
adopt the name Progressive.“ 

There were many shouts of protext to this, 
as well as tothe name Conservation party,” 
suggested by the Rev. 8. H. Taft of Call- 
fornia. 

The convention adjourned after a wrangle 
over a proposed change in the representa- 
tien on the national committee. A propose 
that instead of each state having two rep- 
resentatives on the national committee the 
representation be according to the sise of 
the Prohibition vote, one member for each 
5,000 votes, aroused considerable opposition. 
The matter was referred to the new national 
committee for settlement.

OMEN with short fingers should allow 
their nails to grow long. and train 
them to do so, for long pointed nails 
give length to the fingers.

It was one 
of the two to a certainty, for they were walk - 
ing. up on the ball and clouting it to the fence 
when hits were needed.
